LATEST UFO SIGHTINGS REVEALED 


In my previous article in the 
Spacecrafter, I told you some of 
the little known or shall we say 
"unsuspected" origins of UFO's 
or unidentified flying objects that 
have appeared in our skies for many 
years.

LATEST UFO SIGHTSEEINGS 
REVEALED 

Since the whole subject of UFO*s 
is considered taboc by many news¬ 
papers, I am still wondering who 
on the newspaper staff "goofed" by 
printing the story on page one. 

At any rate, whoever it was that 
wrote the story, he did a great 
job, and we sincerely hone and pray 
for his sake he is still among the 
employed. 

What the public was never told 
about (for the simple reason pub¬ 
licity was not given to the event) 
was the absolutely astounding, 
startling, and super fabulous sight- 
irg that took nlace ONE FULL MONTH 
PRIOR to August 16th. Let me tell 
you about it now. 

That date was July 17, 196?. 
Place: Chico, California, a little 
town situated in the nearby vicin¬ 
ity of Red Bluff, but so small a 
place it is not as well known. At 
about one o'clock in the morning 
of the 17th, Tom Malmquist observed 
three brightly glowing objects in 
the sky near his home.

Scientist Doubts Spacemen 
Will Find Life On Planets 


By JOSEPH L. MYLER 

WASHINGTON (U P I) — Dr. 
Philip H. Abelson wishes the 
space enthusiasts would look be¬ 
fore they leap, lest they find only 
dead planets. 

Take the matter of life on the 
moon or Mars or Venus. A lot of 
our distinguished scientists, eager 
to discover life on other planets 
in the solar system, are afraid 
that: 

1. Spacecraft from earth may 

contaminate the moon, or Mars, 
or Venus, with terrestrial organ¬ 
isms which, multiplying like mad 
in the new environment, will 
make it impossible to detect the 
prior existence of life on those 
bodies. i 

2. Spacecraft returning from the I 
moon or Mars or Venus will con-1 
laminate the earth with organism 
whffcH multiplying in their flfew| 


environment, will do harm to man 
or his livestock or his crops. 

ABELSON is director of the geo¬ 
physical laboratory of the Carne¬ 
gie Institution of Washington. He 
is one of the veterans of the 
World War II atomic project. He 
has delved deeply into the origin 
of life on earth and has artifi¬ 
cially produced softie of the primi¬ 
tive building blocks of living 
tissue. 

He is much inclined to believe, 
on the basis of known facts, that 
there is no life anywhere else in 
the solar system except perhaps 
on Mars. And the evidence for life 
on that planet, he feels, “not 
very convincing/' 

At any rate, Abelson feels a lot 
of investigation and thought should 
be put into the subject before 
ttis* cCforrtry; -goes Mole htfg Into 
cotftly space ventures to look for 
life on the moon and other planets. 

HE FEELS the contamination 


fears are groundless. In a recent 
scientific article Abelson said: 

“The concept that lift might 
exist on other planets is an ex¬ 
citing idea, which has wide pop¬ 
ular appeal. 

“The other side has had little 
attention. There is real danger 
that popular wishful thinking may 
lead to ill-considered projects in¬ 
volving vast sums of money and 
much skilled technical and scien¬ 
tific manpower.” 

ABELSON SAYS he finds no 
reason to believe life can exist 
tanywhere for long without water 
or at temperatures above 250 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit or at tempera¬ 
tures that oever gS ijboye freez¬ 
ing. 

That would cancel out the possi¬ 
bility of life on Mercury, the* 
planet closest to the sun. It’s too 
hot^ The planets beyond Mars, 
Jupiter and Pluto, are too cold.

DUE T O a friend's interest in 
attempting some experiments with 
hypnosis, I have recently re-read 
some of my books on such work, 
as w e 11 as purchasing a new one - 
"The Three Lives of Naomi Henry" 
by Henry Blythe. The latter is some¬ 
what like the better known "Bridey 
Murphy", - memories of past lives 
revealed under hypnosis. Subject 
and hypnotist are both English. 

* Another English author, Stavely 
Bulford, in his book "Man’s Un¬ 
known Journey", tells of fascinating 
experiences with hypnotic subjects 

and their experiences "out of the 
body", both contacting people we 
call"dead"and obtaining information 
which was unknown to all concerned 
while in the normal waking state, 
but which later proved to be true. 

WITH ONE subject, a 16 year 
old boy who had never read anything 
about psychic matters and was hyp¬ 
notized for health reasons, the boy 
described the appearance of our 
physical world to one conscious in 
what we call the next, or astral 
plane. 

The boy was baffled to see the 
room "full of light everywhere, but 
coming from nowhere". The room 
appeared very bright, yet filled 

with a mist through which he could 
see quite clearly. He stated that 
this mist appeared to be a soft,

pearly, scintillating color, very 
much like a pale opal. Around the 
furniture in the room however, it 
seemed denser. He could easily 
find any object placed about the 
room or held by the writer (hypno¬ 
tist), but could give no details. 

For instance he could see a met¬ 
al clock, but could not discern the 
hands or figures on it's face because 
of the mist e manating from it. 
"Nevertheless I can tell you the 
time by it. I know the time, but I 
donotknowhowl know.

WHEN A MAN entered the room, 
after the boy had been in his hypno¬ 
tic sleep for some time, the boy 
could describe the man's propor¬ 
tions, and the mist around him, 
which he said was different .in color 
from that around the waiter. The 
boy added that a ray of light appear-j 
ed to emanate from the hypnotist 
and make contact with him around 
the ears, while no such rays reach¬ 
ed him from the visitor. 

Apparently this showed the men¬ 
tal contact with him and control of 
him by the hypnotist. Was the boy's 
knowledge of the time even though 
unable to see the figures - telepathy 
-reading the mind of the hypnotist? 

Another English hypnotist, Dr. 
Alexander Cannon, has had many, 
hypnotic subjects apparently reveal 
details of past lives. Three of his 
books are in print. 

Still another more recent book 
claims to be the record of a half- 
dozenor rr.jri past lives of the En¬ 
glish girl Ann Oxenham, as reveal¬ 
ed under hypnosis. Unfortunately, 
I am relying on my memory for that 
name, as my copy was borrowed, 
and has not returned. And still 
we wonder how much of what comes 
forth is genuine memory, and how 
much might be the subject giving 
the hypnotist what he expects or de¬ 
sires.

The 4th International UFO-Congress which was held in 
the Rhein-Main-Halle in Weisbaden, Germany on October 
22-24, 1960 was well attended on all three days.

HOLLAND HAS ITS SHARE! 

In a recent ijsue of International Bulletin II, by the 
Netherlands Study group for Ufology, of Amsterdam, they 
listed twenty sightings reported, of whiefe the following is 
an example: “Miss R Janszen was walking in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Utrecht when she heard a strange sound. Looking 
up she saw an egg-shaped Ufo flying in the sky. She had 
the presence of mind to take a picture, which is in pos¬ 
session of the “Disk” at the Hague. When one looks sharply 
with a magnifying-glass at this picture it seems to be a 
disklike object with a dome in the middle of the top. — 
Three weeks after Miss Janszen’s sighting the province of 
Utrecht seemed to be the aim of the Ufo s again. This 
time the town of Amersfoort, 15 miles N. E. of Utrecht, 
was visited. Over the industry-quarter a rotating disk was 
seen by many people.”

“Scientists at the Woomera rocket range in Australia 
have photographed an object circling the earth which has 
been mystifying space experts for nearly a fortnight.

A spokesman at Woomera says that the object is about 
the same size as an American Explorer satellite. It is hoped 
that the photographs may help experts to decide whether 
the unknown object is a discarded piece of a. carrier rocket, 
an- unannounced entry in the satellite space-stakes or, per- 
ha'pff a visitor from outer space.”

SIGHTING BY A SKEPTIC 


To deny giraffes 
exist because 
you yourself have never 
seen one would seem 
foolish: in our enligh¬ 
tened age* Think of 
all the reliable peo¬ 
ple who have seen one, 
and could describe it 
in detail* Yet,when 
a highly trained jet 
pilot describes an 
UFO sighting, most 
of us feel a twinge 
of disbelief* Why 
not ? life an inst¬ 


inctive, normal reaction to the un¬ 
known* I had the same reaction un¬ 
til one late October day in 1954. 


My husband and I wove driving 
to Tucson, Arizona* It was one of 
those incredibly clear blue days 
with which the desert is blessed* 
The air traffic we had noted left 
long vapor trails in the nearly 
oloudless sky* The automobile traf* 
flc was nearly non-exirtant on that 
stretch of highway. Suddenly, we 
both saw a large metalio object 
high in the southwest* It moved 
slowly in our dlreetion, leaving 
no vapor trail., and was shaped ra¬ 
ther like two saucers inverted on 
each other* Without a herd , my 
husband pulled to the .shoulder of 
the road and stopped the car* 

We watched the approaoh of the 
UFO until it was almost directly 
over us* Then it lowered and ho¬ 
vered silently over the ear. tip¬ 
ped slightly to one side, so we 
could see the top circumferenee* 

It was at least as large as a 
DC-3 passenger plane* We saw noth¬ 
ing that looked like portholes or 
ary other recognizable viewing de¬ 
vice* Thera was a faint shinmering 
in the air around it, as though 
some vibration had V sn set in mot¬ 
ion. 


We watohed for a full five mi¬ 
nutes, when from the mountains to 
the northeast, two Air Force jets 
screamed into view, headed direct¬ 
ly for us. For a moment, nothing 
happened, then the shimmering in 
the air intensified, and the UFO 
began to hurtle away from us, to¬ 
ward the southeast. 

The jets, which by this time had 
nearly reached us, changed course, 
and set off in evident pursuit. 

That it was vain pursuit became 
obvious* The speed of the UFO was 
fantastic. It disappeared over the 
mountain range in the time it takes 
to tell of it. Shaken and silent, 
ny husband and I resumed the jour¬ 
ney to Tucson. 

DID WE REPORT CUR SIGHTING? No. 
It was one of those periods when the 
newspapers were happily pinning the 
"crackpot" label on anyone who 
dared say they had seen anything of 
the sort. Besides, it was obvious 
the Air Force knew about our visi¬ 
tor. After discussion, we decided 
to keep the matter to ourselves. 

There is one-thing I would like 
to report. In reading of sightings 
by scientists, pilots, etc. I have 
been struck by the fact that few 
of them mention how their experi¬ 
ence affected them personally. 

Were they frightened or upset? 
They don't say so. Perhaps they 
are as puzzled by their own reac¬ 
tion as by what they saw. That is, 
if they felt what we did. 

We were calm, and we were not 
afraid* We did, however, feel a 
deep and penetrating sense of 
RESPECT'. 1 .'.

Mr. Jackson says it is the only 
instance of levitation he has ever 
seen at The Spot. After they had 
finished their business, they than¬ 
ked him very graciously, and said 
they would see him again some time. 

Mr. Jackson also mentioned an¬ 
other phenomena. People coming 
into The Spot wearing white nylon 
stockings sometimes npticed they 
had changed to a beautiful orchid 
or light violet color. They would 
then remain that way for eight to 
ten hours. This did not happen 
every day, but was more noticeable 
on cloudy days. 

The things mentioned so far have 
been visible to the physical eye. 

To the spiritual eye, many other 
things might become evident. I feel 
the closest clue to the understand¬ 
ing of these mystery "spots" is this 
statement.from the "Urantia" book, 
on page 326. A few words have been 
changed to comply with copyright 
laws: 

"Concerning the Master Physi¬ 
cal Controllers assigned to in¬ 
habited worlds, the mechanical 
controllers are by far the most 
powerful. Having the living en¬ 
dowment of anti—gravity in excess 
of all other beings, each con¬ 
troller has a gravity resistance 
equalled only by enormous spheres 
revolving at tremendous velocity.

Forum Member Gertrude Cummings 
of Glendale, reports two of her 
most recent sightings. 

The first one occurred on a 
Wednesday night late this April, 
shortly before seven o'clock, and 
was observed by a total of 18 
people, including Gertrude and 
her four daughters. Strangely 
enough, it took place in the down¬ 
town Phoenix area, where the air 
is usually hazy with fumes and 
dust.

All of them then observed 
small balls of light coming from 
beneath the large globe, shooting 
out in all directions and flitting 
around the night sky. 

In the few minutes before the 
meeting started, all but one of the 
four or five originally seen had 
returned and disappeared into the 
underside of the star. One that 
had shot over to the northeast, 
after restlessly moving around for 
a few minutes, became motionless 
and fixed among other stars surroun¬ 
ding it. 

Gertrude says she very reluc¬ 
tantly went into the building when 
the others did. But after the meet¬ 
ing was over, much to her surprise, 
the large star was still in the same 
position where it had been observed 
almost three hours earlier. However 
all action had ceased. 

During the half hour drive home 
she tried to keep an eye on it, but 
was not too successful. By the time 
they arrived in Glendale at 10*15 it 
had disappeared. 


The other sighting took place 


during the first week in June. Ger¬ 
trude and her 11-year-old daughter 
were sitting in their lovely back 
yard one evening when about 9*30 they 
noticed what they thought at first 
were lights of an airplane coming 
in over the mountains to the north. 
Thsy did notice it had a very pecu¬ 
liar action in flight. When it got 
to about 11 o'clock high in the east, 
it stopped and hungthere motionless. 

They tried directing their thoughts 
to it. Soon it began to weave about, 
swirling and zig-zagging, then shoot¬ 
ing straight ahead in a manner nb 
earth-made craft could duplicate. It 
was then they noticed, two smaller 
lights moving in unison behind the 
larger star, duplicating its maneuvers. 

Finally, one of the smaller UFO’s 
flew ahead of the larger one, and they 
lost track of it. The other two re¬ 
sumed their former positions, the 
larger one in front. They were still 
fixed in that same spot when Gertrude 
went into the house about eleven 
o' clock. 

Gertrude is very fortunate in liv¬ 
ing on the outskirts of a smaller town 
far enough from Phoenix so the big 
city haze doesn't obscure the sky, and 
also in being some distance from any 
street lights. She says one of these 
days she will probably step on a snake 
from the open field beside her home, 
because Km?head is always turned up 
to watch the skies. But Gertrude's 
vigilance has its reward, since she 
reports she has frequent sightings. 

Gertrude has this tip for Space- 
crafters living in this area. She 
says to watch the skies over the 
military air fields surrounding 
Phoenix, for these craft seem to 
hover there. At any time that glit¬ 
tering star you have been watching 
may suddenly start moving indepen¬ 
dently of those around, or it may 
just disappear before your very eyes.
